New Star in Milky Way 
Sighted by Astronomers 


Body Flares Into Medium Brightness—First 
Reported by Amateur Observer 
at Delphos, O. 


a

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 19.— 
Astronomers in many parts of the 
world have reported the discovery 
of a nova, or new star. Harvard 
Observatory scientists said the star 
was exploding at the rate of 1000 
kilometers (625 miles) a second. 


The star appeared in the Milky 
Way, in the constellation of Ceph- 
eus. To the naked eye, it seemed 
of medium brightness, about half- 
way between the faintest and 
brightest stars. Astronomers ranked 
it as of the third magnitude. 

The first report to reach Dr. Har- 
low Shapley, director of Harvard 
Observatory, came from L. C. Pel- 
tier of Delphos, O., a garage em- 
ploye and one of the world’s most 
distinguished amateur astronomers. 
Only recently Peltier discovered a 
new comet. Soon word of the nova’s 
discovery came from astronomers 
elsewhere, in Europe and America. 
Messages from Denmark and Italy 
told of the sighting of the star. 

Scientists began a check of pho- 
tographs of the skies made over a 
period of many years in an effort 
to learn more of the past of the 


| new star and its movement through 


space. 


New stars are not strictly new, 
astronomers explain. They have ex- 


isted for ages, usually as steadily | 


shining stars, probably invisible ex- 
cept through powerful telescopes, 
because of their great distance 
from earth. Like most stars, as- 
tronomers say, they are suns, very 
similar to the sun about which the 
earth revolves. 

Suddenly they increase in bright- 
ness and, within a few hours, may 
rival the brilliance of the brightest 
stars. Sometimes they become as 
bright as the planet Venus. Later, 
they fade slowly to their former 
state. 

Theories to exptain the behavior 
of the nova include the suggestion 
that the stars suddenly explode. 
Another theory suggests collision 
with some other body, .or with mat- 
ter floating in space. 

The most noted recent new star 
was Nova Hercules, appearing in 
the constellation Hercules Dec. 13, 
1934, which rose from invisibility to 
first magnitude and since has had 
alternating periods of brilliance 
and faintness.

4 “dictator of wages.” 

Representative Healey (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, co-author, denied 
this and said the provisions would

THROUGH CHAIN LETTER PLAN 


Steamer 
Trawler Off British Guiana 
as It Tries to Escape. 


By the Associated Press. 
GEORGETOWN, British Guiana, 
June 19.—The Government steamer 


Pomeroon rammed and captured 
the English trawler, Girl Pat, today 
a few miles off the coast, ending’ a 
10-week search in many seas for 
the runaway vessel. The trawler 
was thought to have been seeking 
buried treasure. 

The 25-ton motor trawler, with 
a crew of five, set out from Grims- 
by, England, on April 2, presum- 
ably bound for its regular North 
Sea fishing grounds. 

Instead, it went down past the 
Salvage Islands, legendary hiding 
place for the stolen millions of 
Capt. William Kidd, to the African 
Coast, and across the South Atlan- 
tic. 

The end came when the Girl 
Pat's fuel supply was gone and all 
ports virtually closed to the ship. 


when word of the tragedy reached 
there. They crowded the’ shore 
near Gardner’s Landing, not far 
from which the boat tipped as it 
made a turn, throwing the children 
into 10 feet of water. 

Boats, blankets and first aid sup- 
plies were sent to the lake from 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology summer school a half a 
mile fro mthe scene. * 

Rescuers worked a long time over 
the two bodies recovered, but in 
vain. 

A strong wind, causing choppy 
waves, was thought to be a con- 
tributing factor in the accident. 

The children were students at 
No. 5 east and No. 5 west elemen- 
tary schools of West Lubec. 

The names of the boys whose 
bodies were recovered are thought 
to be McCurdy and Sleight.

Another bill passed and sent to 
the Senate would permit the trans- 
portation, at Government expense, 
of any alien who is on the relief 
rolls and desires to return to his 
native country.

After reviewing the evidence in 
detail, Commissioner Williams said 
that it disclosed “a well-defined 
scheme for the solicitation of cases 
on a rather large scale,” particular- 
ly through two paid agents who 
were among half a dozen or more 
non-lawyer employes of the firm. 
The evidence, he said, was ample to 
sustain the charges of barratry, 
that is incitement of litigation, and 
solicitation of claims both by the 
attorneys and their runners. 

He pointed out that it had been 
shown that the law firm was re- 
tained in 190 occupational disease 
cases between February, 1934, and 
the middle of the following sum- 
mer, the period of its greatest 
activity. The State Bar Committee 
had charged the lawyers’ with 
“wholesale” solicitation. 

Commissioner Williams pointed 
out also that the evidence indicated 
instances of solicitation of cases not 
involving occupational disease. He 
referred to two personal injury 
damage suits growing out of traffic 
accidents. 

“Paid Agents and Runners.” 

“The evidence shows conclusively 
that the respondents (Gallant and 
Hannigan) emplo:red paid agents 
and runners, who induced persons 
who might have lawsuits to employ 
respondents to represent them,” 
Commissioner Williams continued. 

“It was unprofessional, unethical 
and unlawful for them to employ 
paid agents and runners to go out 
and find persons and suggest to 
them that they should file claims 
or bring law suits and urge that 
they employ responcents. I am not 
unmindful of the fact that it has 
been held legal for lawyers to hire 
lay investigators, but I have found 
no case which would extend the 
rule to include persons hired to 
solicit cases. Certainly what a law- 
yer cannot legally do himself, he 
cannot do through paid agents.”

POSTAL CIVIL SERVICE. 
TENSION BL FAS 


House Votes 204 for It, 112 
Against, But Two-Thirds 
.Was Necessary, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 19,—After 


a bitter partisan fight, a bill to 


palce all first, second and third 
class postmasters under civil serv- 
ice failed in the House today. It 
was considered under suspension of 
the rules, which requires a two- 
thirds majority to pass legislation. 

The roll call, forced by Minority 
Leader Snell of New York, was an- 
nounced as 204 for the bill and 112 
against—insufficient for passage. 

Fourth-class postmasters already 
are under civil service. Republi- 
cans contended the bill by Chair- 
man Ramspeck (Dem.), Georgia, 
of the Civil Service Committee, was 
not a sincere effort to ermove the 
postal service from political control 
and was an attempt by the ad- 
ministration to “freeze” al incumb- 
ent postmasters in office. 

Ramspeck replied that, if the 
Republicans weer since about the 
civil service plank in the platform 
adopted at their Cleveland conven- 
tion, they wpuld support the meas- 
ure. He conceded “this does not 
provide a true merit system, but it 
is the best and fairest bill with anv 
possibility of passing.” 

During the debate, the resigna- 
tion of Postmaster-General Farley, 
if he continues to serve as Demo- 
cratic national cahirman, was de- 
manded by Representative Tread- 
way (Rep.), Massachusetts. He 
called Farley the “three-in-one po- 
litical oil machinist’ ‘of the New 
Deal.

PROTESTS IN BRITAIN 
ON SHIFT IN POLICY

Four Labor party leaders, who 
called the Cabinet’s recommenda- 
tion “the great betrayal” of the 
League of Nations, led a movement 
for a nation-wide series of mass 
meetings. 

Their plan of opposition, pointing 
toward a parliamentary censure de- 
bate Tuesday, followed the same 
lines as the public protest against 
the Hoare-Laval proposal to end 
the Italian-Ethiopian War. 

Clement R. Attlee, House of Com- 
mons Labor leader, has_ signified 
his intention to ask a vote of criti- 
cism against Prime Minister Stan- 
ley Baldwin's Government. Other 
sponsors of the week-end campaign 
are Herbert Stanley Morrison, Sec- 
retary of the London Labor party; 
Hugh Dalton, Labor member, and 
Arthur Greenwood, Labor's re- 
search secretary. 

National Labor and Nationa! Lib- 
eral members are threatening to 
break away from the Government 
over the sanctions issue. Their 
warnings were handed to their re- 
spective leaders—Ramsay MacDon- 
ald and Sir John Simon—indicating 
the difficulty of attempting to ral- 
ly supporters to a united front be- 
fore Tuesday. 

A further deflection came with 
announcement from a group of 
sanctionist Conservatives, ordinari- 
ly favoring the Government's poli- 
cjes, they had not been converted 
by the speech of Anthony Eden.

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OUTLAW HANGED 
FOR ABDUCTING 
TEXAS OFFICERS 


Arthur Gooch, 27, of Ok- 
lahoma, First Person to 
Be Executed Under Fed- 
dral Kidnaping Law. 


By the Associated Press. 

McALESTER, Ok., June 19.—Ar- 
thur Gooch, 27 years old, was 
hanged at State Prison today, the 
first person to be executed for kid- 
naping under the Federal law..He 
was convicted of taking part in the 
abduction of two Texas officers, 
who were taken into Oklahoma and 
released after one of them had 
been injured. 

The trap was sprung at 5:06 a. 
m., by Rich Owen, who has electro- 
cuted 53 men, but never before wit- 
nessed a hanging. Fifteen minutes 
later Gooch was pronounced dead. 

The condemned man _ walked 
without aid to the gallows and up 
the steps. Clasping the hand of 
the prison chaplain, he stood while 
the mask was placed over his head 
and the noose adjusted. 

More than 350 persons, including 
eight women, witnessed the hang- 
ing. 

Gooch said farewell to his six- 
year-old son, Billy Joe, in the death 
cell. “Don’t get into any trouble, 
son,” were his parting words. The 
boy had pleaded with guards, 
“don’t hang daddy.” 

Story of the Crime. 
Gooch*and his partner, Ambrose 
Nix, escaped in November, 1934, 
from a small town jail in Oklahoma 
while confined on charges of rop- 
bery with firearms. 

At Paris, Tex., they seized two 
officers—R. N. Baker and H. R. 
Marks—who accosted them at a 
filling station. One of the officers 
was shoved through a showcase 
during the scuffle. Fleeing in the 
police car, with the officers as 
hostages, they drove into Oklahoma, 
where they released their victims. 
Later, in a fight with police, Nix 
was killed and Gooch captured. 

A year and four days ago Gooch 
Was sentenced to death. The case 
was carried through all channels 
of appeal, twice reaching the United 
States Supreme Court. Late yester- 
day President Roosevelt declined 
for the second time to intervene, 
saying: 

“Use of the executive power to 
modify the sentence imposed would 
be to render nugatory a law care- 
fully considered by the Congress 
and designed to meet a national 
need.” 

In a memorandum to Attorney- 
General Cummings, released in 
Washington, the President said 
Gooch’s record disclosed “repeated 
offenses of a major character” in 
addition to the crime for which 
he was sentenced to die.” 

Roosevelt’s Explanation. 

“While I sympathize with those 
who are pleading for clemency, and 
especially with the members of 
his family,” Roosevelt wrote, 
“nevertheless, I cannot rid myself of 
the belief that they are asking for 
the exercise of a power which un- 
der the law and the facts I would 
not be justified in using.” 

Roosevelt said the wounded offi- 
cer was “suffering severe injuries 
which had been received by him at 
the time of the kidnaping through 
the violence of Nix in the presence 
of Gooch.” 

“Gooch and his companion both 
fired upon the officers wit: intent 
to kill them,” Roosevelt noted. 

Gooch’s case twice went to the 
Supreme Court. Once the court 
ruled the crime came under the 
Lindbergh law; a second time, last 
January, the high court refused to 
grant Gooch a review of lower 
court rulings.

adjournment would be mainly a 
matter of cleaning up odds and 
ends. 

Main Provisions Agreed On. 

The bill, which represents a com- 
promise between measures pre- 
viously passed by Senate and 
House, includes: 

“Normal” taxes on all corpora- 
tion net income, ranging from 8 
per cent on the first $2000 to 15 
per cent on all over $40,000. (At 
present such taxes range from 
12% to 15 per cent.) 

New graduated taxes on undis- 
tributed corporation earnings, 
ranging from 7 per cent on the 
first 10 per cent of earnings re- 
tained, to 27 per cent on all earn- 
ings retained in excess of 60 per 
cent. 

A provision giving special treat- 
ment to small corporations by ap- 
plying the 7 per cent tax either 
to the first 10 per cent of undis- 
tributed earnings, or to $5000 of 
such earnings, whichever is the 
larger. 

A provision applying the nor- 
mal individual income tax of 4 
per cent, as well as income sur- 
taxes, to dividends received by 
corporate stockholders. At pres- 
ent dividends are exempt from 
the 4 per cent tax. 


A clause cutting the capital 
stock tax from $1.40 to $1 per 
$1000 of stock, but continuing ex- 
isting excess profits taxes. 

A temporary $82,000,000 “wind- 
fall” levy on persons termed “un- 
justly enriched” because they 
escaped paying the invalidated 
AAA's processing levies. 

Minority Report to Be Filed. 


Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Kentucky, said the bill should pro- 
duce more than $800,000,000 to meet 
the administration call for funds 
to finance the farm plans and the 
added cost of prepayment of the 
soldiers’ bonus. 

Two of the Senate eonferees, Sen- 
ators George (Dem.), Georgia, and 
Walsh (Dem,), Massachusetts, an- 
nounced they would file a minority 
report attacking the undistributed 
profits tax as “discriminatory and 
injurious.” They said it favors 
businesses which have built up large 
surpluses and places additional 
burdens on small concerns which 
“are the backbone of employment 
and prosperity in every city and 
hamlet in the country.” 

The conferees rejected a Senate 
proposal to increase the surtaxes 
on individual incomes. The Senate 
proposal would have added 1 per 
cent to the surtaxes in brackets be- 
tween $6000 and $50,000 and $440 


| to every surtax bracket above $50,- 
, 000. 

| This would have produced reve- 
nue estimated at $50,000,000, but 
the conferees deleted it on the 
ground that the money would not 
be needed in view of the other pro- 
visions of the bill. Privately some 
of the conferees argued that any 
increase in income taxes would be 
undesirable in a campaign year. 

Corporation Tax Estimate. 

Of the $800,000,.000 estimated 
yield of the bill, the new corpora- 
tion tax system was expected to 
raise the largest item, supporters 
estimating it would produce about 
$630,000,000. They also said that 
$33,000,000 could be expected from 
changes in the taxation of profits 
realized in liquidation of holding 
companies, $20,000,000 from tighten- 
ing provisions of existing law apply- 
ing to “irrevocable trusts,” $20,000,- 
000 from reducing the tax exemp- 
tion of intercorporate dividends 
from 90 to 85 per cent, $10,000,000 
‘from import levies on fish and vege- 
table oils and $10,000,000 from mis- 
cellaneous tax alterations. 


An amendment which would have 
imposed a tax of about $1,000,000 
a-“year on the steel industry and 
increase the cost of making tin cans 
was eliminated by the conferees. 
It called for a tax of 3 cents a 
pound on palm oil, approximately 
30,000,000 pounds of which is used 
annually in the manufacture of tin- 
plate. 

The conferees retained a pro- 
vision for reducing the fur tax 
from 10 to 3 per cent, but said cer- 


tain alterations were made in ad- 


ministrative features whith would 
prevent the $2,400,000 estimated 
yield from being reduced. 


Taxes on foreign corporations 
and foreign individuals largely fol- 
lowed the lines of the bill as it was 
passed by the Senate. The new 
bill provides that a foreign corpora- 
tion engaged in business in the 
United States shall pay a flat 22 
per cent on income derived from 
American sources. If the corpora- 
tion had no place of business in 
this country it would pay, 15 per 
cent. ‘ 

Income destined for non-resident 
aliens would be taxed 10 per cent 
and the tax would be levied at the 
source of the income. However, 
under treaty provisions, the rate 
could be as small as 5 per cent on 
income going to citizens of Mexico 
and Canada.

Crayford said some of the strik- 
ers retaliated with rocks, and the

Intermittent gunfire 
for several hours brought National 
Guard observers to the plant. Of 
the six wounded, three were strik- 
er sympathizers; three were inside 
the plant. 

Sheriff Burr said he took a 
quantity of ammunition from the 
plant. A truck loaded with food 
and clubs which had been taken 
from the plant, was dumped by the 
large crowd outside. 

Kent, the home towne of Gov. 
Martin L. Davey, is a city of 8735 
population. The Twin Motor Coach 
Co. and the Lamson & Session Co., 
makers of precision machinery, em- 
ploying together about 1000 per- 
sons, are the two other major 
firms. 

The Black & Decker Co. em- 
ployed about 400 men.

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RH COTHAM, HOTEL 
FRE PLOTTER, DIES 


Former Buckingham Night 
Clerk Recently  Testified 
Against Ralph Pierson. 


Robert H. Cotham. night clerk 
at the old Buckingham Hotel, who 
confessed participation in the ar- 
son plot which resulted in destruc- 
tion of the Buckingham Annex by 
fire with a loss of seven lives, died 
last night at City Hospital of heart 
disease and other ailments. He was 
64 years old. 

Cotham, serving a 10-year prison 
sentence for his part in the plot, 
was brought to St. Louis last month 
from the Jefferson City peniten- 
tiary to testify for the State in the 
third trial of Ralph Pierson, part 
owner of the hotel. Pierson, found 
guilty of murder, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Two other con- 
victions had been set aside because 
of prejudicial errors during the 
trial. 

Cotham’s testimony during Pier- 
son’s third trial was given over the 
objection of Pierson’s attorney who 
argued that because of Cotham’s 
condition any statement of his 
would assume “the solemnity of a 
dying declaration.” 

He was taken to court on a hos- 
pital cot and spoke with great dif- 
ficulty. Frequent interruptions 
were necessary to enable Cotham to 
gain strength to continue his tes- 
timony. After the trial he was re- 
turned to the City Hospital prison 
ward because of his condition. 

Cotham died five years to the 
day after he had pleaded guilty of 
murder in the arson plot and re- 
ceived his 10-year sentence. For- 
mer Circuit Tudge Wilson Taylor, 
who sentenced him, said Cotham 
appeared to have been the “goat’ 


in the case. 


“T can't much longer

anyhow,” Cotham told Judge Tay- 


lor at the time. “I’ve got a leaky 
heart, also rheumatism, and I’ve 
developed sinus trouble. I've been 
at the hospital a good while since 
my arrest. I'd like you to make 
it as low as you can. I'd like to 
live as long as I can.” 

Cotham’s story was that Pierson 
approached him in November, 1927, 
with a suggestion that he get 
someone to set fire to the hotel 
“so that they could collect on the 
insurance.” Cotham said he ar- 
ranged with Andrew B. Meadows, 
night watchman at the hotel, to set 
the fire. Meadows, who is serving 
a life term for murder, was to get 
10 per cent of the insurance money 
but actually got $700 or $800, 
Cotham said. The fire occurred on 
the morning of Dec, 5, 1927.

700 ELEPHANT SHOT 


FOR KILLING KEEPER 


Three San‘ Francisco Police 
Marksmen With Big Game 
Rifles Execute Animal. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 19. 
—Wally, six-ton elephant, was exe- 
cuted yesterday by three policemen 
in the Fleishhacker Zoo. The ele- 
phant fatally gored his trainer, Ed- 
ward Brown, Tuesday. 

“If we didn't kill the elephant 


there were bound to be endless ac- 
cidents,” said Edmund Heller, zoo 
superintendent, who watched the 
elephant die. “He was a bad one 
and there would be danger to 
women and children visiting the 
zoo if he was allowed to live.” 

From nine feet away, policemen 
fired heavy copper nosed slugs into 
the elephant’s head. 

“Wally” staggered as the first 
shot struck. A moment before, he 
had made strenuous efforts to tear 
loose a chain binding his rear legs. 
As he rolled over, two more bullets 
crashed into his head. Alexander 
Mooslin, an attorney, obtained a re- 
straining order Wednesday that 
prolonged the elephant’s life. The 
order was dismissed yesterday. 

The carcass was dissected today 
with hammers, chisels and crow- 
bars for laboratory specimens. The 
elephant’s skin was two inches 
thick. Three bullets pierced 14 
inches of cellular bone to reach the 
little brain of the big beast—a brain 
twice the size of a human brain. 
The mass of skull bone had shat- 
tered the bullets into tiny frag- 
ments. 


SUIT FILED TO RECOVER 
$11,908,000 IN AAA TAXES

CHICAGO, June 19.—The Cudahy 
Packing Co. filed suit today in 
United States District Court to re- 
cover $11,908,983.83 paid to the Gov- 
ernment in processing taxes under 
the invalidated Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act.

—TIwo Bills Introduced for 
Outlay of $199,000. 


Four bills appropriating a total 
of $822,668 were passed by the 
Board of Aldermen today and two

DYNAMITERS WRECK 
UNION ELECTRIC TOWER 


Power Line Cut by Explosion 
in Illinois Across River From 
Crystal City. 


A transmission tower of the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. on the 
east shore of the Mississippi River, 
opposite Crystal City, was bombed 
last night at 10:50 o’clock, causing 
a 40-minute break in electric light 
and power service in Jefferson 
County. 

E. T. Manley, superintendent in 
the county for the power company, 
could find no reason for the bomb- 
ing. 

The tower bombed was No. 192, 
almost directly opposite Crystal 
City and just north of the point 
where the power line from the Ca- 
hokia plant crosses the river to 
Jefferson County. The power line 
carries 132,000 volts from the Ca- 
hokia plant to Bagnell Dam. The 
force ‘of the explosion not only 
caused the tower to collapse but 
tore a large hole in the ground at 
the base. 

The explosion was heard in Crys- 
tal City and Festus. Electric cur- 
rent for the county was later fur- 
nished by the power lines from 
Bagnell Dam. Service from Ca- 
hokia to Jefferson County is ex- 
pected to be resumed within three 
days, Manley said.

Promotions in Army Unit. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 19. — The 
army air corps high command was 
shaken up yesterday under legisla- 


tion providing that seniority alone’ 


shall govern the selection of offi- 
cers for temporary promotions in 
that branch of the service. 

Due to the shortage of air corps 
officers and the requirement that 
no strategic command posts can be 
held by those below a certain rank, 
it has been necessary in the past 
to give temporary appointments to 
higher grades. Previously, such 
promotions had been made at ran- 
dom, without regard to the perma- 
nent rank of the officers involved. 
Major-General Andrews Affected. 

With President Roosevelt’s signa- 
ture Wednesday of the bill authoriz- 
ing the change, all air corps offi- 
cers holding temporary promotions 
automatically reverted to their per- 
manent rank. These included the 
chief of the general headquarters 
air force, Major-General Frank M. 
Andrews. 

More than 250 officers in all were 


affected. Many of these, however, 


will be reinstated to their tempo- 
rary rank under the new legisla- 
tion. 

Among those who will lose their 
present command was Col. Henry 
B. Clagett, who, as a temporary 
Brigadier-General, has been com- 
manding the first wing of the gen- 
eral hedaquarters air force at 
March Field, California. He is not 
eligible to be repromoted to the 
temporary rank by seniority.

LEVEE SYSTEM, NOT RESERVOIR, 
LIKELY FOR ST. FRANCIS RIVER 


Latter Too Expensive, Zimmerman 
Says; Choice Up to Army 
Engineers. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—A pre- 
diction that army engineers would 
decide upon a levee system instead 
of a reservoir to control floods in 
the St. Francis River lowlands of 
Missouri and Arkansas was made 
today by Representative Orville 
Zimmerman, Democrat, of Kennett. 
Mo. The cost of flowage rights for 
a reservoir, Zimmerman said, would 
make the plan “practically impos- 
sible.” 
The Overton flood control bill for 
the lower Mississippi leaves to the 
army engineers a decision whether 
levees or a reservoir would be built 
for the St. Francis. An expenditure 
of $16,000,000 for Missouri and Ar- 
kansas was authorized. 
The bill provides that the Govern- 
ment bear only the cost of con- 
struction, requiring local interests 
to provide the cost of lands and 
damages. Only rights-of-way need 
be provided for a levee system, 
Zimmerman said, whereas a reser-| 
voir would require thousands of 
acres of land and necessitate the 
moving of Greenville, county seat 
of Wayne County.

Outline of His Plan. 

General MacArthur outlined the 
defense plan in this manner: 

The Chief of Staff to be in direct 
control of the military establish- 
ment, under immediate supervision 
of the President, the chief to be 
assisted by a general staff and by 
the chiefs of several services and 
bureaus. Among his assistants | 
would be a provost marshal in) 
charge of all national police work | 
and of registering and inducting in- 
_ dividuals into military service. 

The army itseir to consist of a 
regular force and a reserve, pre- 
dominantly land units but to be 
supported, so far as practicable, by 
an air force and a marine division, 
the latter to be known as the off- 
shore patrol. Essential harbor de- 
fense units to be maintained. 

The reserve corps would be or- 
ganized under a plan requiring mil- 
itary training “as a duty to the 
State,” Gen. MacArthur continued. 
Elementary military instruction 
would be a by-product of public 
school education and be given on 
Sundays and holidays to young men 
not attending school.

General MacArthur said the plan

At the Municipal Auditorium sta- 
tion yesterday 1280 veterans’ sur- 
rendered bonds for $474,550. The 
number of veterans served there 
yesterday was only a little more 
than half the number the day be- 
fore, and about one-third of the 
number Tuesday, the first day the 
certification stations were open. 

In the first rush to redeem bonds, 
most veterans presented all they 
had received, but yesterday there 
were many who kept part of the 
bonds as an investment. They pay 
interest at 3 per cent. The aver- 
age value of bonds presented by 
each veteran on the first two days 
was about $440, but yesterday it 
dropped to about $345. Bonus pay- 
ments, ranging from a few dollars 
to more than $1500, averaged about 
$500.

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Restoration of New Salem, 
Lincoln Village, Continues 


'12 Buildings Like the Originals Are Con- 


structed and 10 Others Are to Be 
Erected Later. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW SALEM STATE PARK, 
Il., June 19.—Restoration of the 


where Abraham Lincoln 
lived from 1831 to 1837, is well un- 
der way on this site. Designed as 
a Lincoln memorial, 12 buildings 
have been constructed around the 
only original cabin remaining from 
the once prosperous settlement. 
Three more are planned for the 
near future with seven others to be 
built later. The State is supervis- 
ing the work, following in detail 
facts obtained from history and ex- 
cavations. 

Most of the buildings already 
constructed are grouped along the 
main street extending in an east- 
west direction the length of the vil- 
lage. Logs and other wooden ma- 
terials are treated with a preserva- 
tive. 

Idea Born 30 Years Ago. 

The restoration program was 
first considered 30 years ago, but 
actual development did not begin 
1932. Much of the work is 
being done through the Civilian 
Conservation Corps under the di- 


rection of the State Department of | 


Public Works and Buildings. 

Everything modern is barred 
from the village proper. Two park- 
ing areas, “Kelso Holler,” a small, 
natural bowl arranged for small 
assemblies, and “The Wagonwheel,” 
a restaurant, are hidden from view 
from the hilltop village. 

Geese and chickens occupy pens, 
gardens are growing and haystacks 
stand near the barns.

the State capital. Never having 
more than 100 inhabitants, the set- 
tlement was founded in 1829 and 
flourished for about 10 years. 

However, with the founding and 
growth of Petersburg two miles to 
the north, New Salem’s decline be- 
gan and after 1839 soon went out 
of existence. 

While a resident of the village, 
Lincoln worked in turn as store 
clerk, mill hand, soldier in the 
Black Hawk war, storekeeper, post- 
master and deputy surveyor. He 
was living here when he was de- 
feated for a seat in the Legislature 
in 1832 and elected to terms in 1834 
and 1836. He moved to Springfield 
when he was admitted to the bar in 
1837.

STUART MARTIN 
HAS CHANCE TO 
WIN THE SECOND 

BASE POSITION 


Medwick Appears Certain 
of Left Field Job on 
National League Club for 
July 7 Contest. 


By the Associated Press 

BOSTON, June 19.—Selection of 
players for the major league all-star 
teams that will meet here July 7 
took definite form last night, 48 
hours before the close of balloting 
by the nation’s baseball fans. 

On the basis of the voting to 
date, the American League infield 
will be as follows: Lou Gehrig, New 
York Yankees, first base; Charley 
Gehringer, Detroit Tigers, second 
base; Luke Appling, Chicago, short- 
stop; Jimmy Dykes, Chicago, third 
base. 

In the outfield, Joe Di Maggio, 
Yankees, seems certain of the left 
field berth, with Earl Averill, Cleve- 
Jjand center field and “Mule” Haas, 
Chicago, right field. 

Mickey Cochrane, manager of the 
world champion Tigers, seemed to 
have the catching berth sewed up, 
with Bill Dickey of the Yankees 
running second and Joe Sullivan of 
Cleveland in third place. 

The pitching assignment, unless 
last-minute voting changes the sit- 
uation radically, will fall to “Lefty” 
Grove, Boston; “Goofy” Gomez, 
New York; Monte Pearson, New 
York, and “Schoolboy” Rowe of the 
Tigers. 

The National League lineup seems 
definitely settled, with each of the 
following having a long lead over 
all competitors: 

Manager Bill Terry of the Giants, 
first base; Bill Herman, Cubs, sec- 
ond base; “Pinky” Whitney, 
Philies, third base; Arky Vaughan, 
Pirates, shortstop; Joe Medwick, 
Cardinals, left field; Frank Dem- 
aree, Cubs, right field, and either 
Hank Leiber, Giants, or Wally Ber- 
ger of the Bees in center field. 

Outside of the center field fight, 
the only other possible battle in 
this list is for the second base 
berth. Here young Stuart Martin, 
the Cardinals’ freshman, is getting 
a flock of votes in the rush of re- 
cent days, but may not be able to 
overtake Herman. 

Carl Hubbell, Giant twirler, and 
Gabby Hartnett, Cubs’ catcher, were 
generally accepted as the starting 
battery for the Nationals. 


Van Mungo of the Dodgers and 


Lon Warneke of the Cubs were run- 
ning next to Hubbell for the fans’ 
choice. Then came Dizzy Dean, 
close behind. Paul Dean’s vote 
gave him a slim chance of get- 
ting in. | 

Hartnett has polled the highest 
individual total of the 287 players 
mentioned in the tabulation.

The rec- 
ord today is won 18, lost 36; per- 
centage, 333. The club has won 
144 and lost 12 in its last 26 games 
and, over a period of more than 
a month, has played better ball 
than the World Champion Tigers, 
the Chicago White Sox, the Cleve- 
jand Indians and the Athletics. A 
month ago, Detroit, Cleveland and 
Chicago all were over the  .500 
mark; today, they are all. below it. 
Also, the Athletics were very close 
to even-stephen at that time where- 
as now their percentage is .364. 
Only New York, Boston and Wash- 
ington have, for the month, main- 
tained a better pace than have the 
Browns. 

And, despite that lamented losing 
streak of 13 games, the Browns to 
date are a full game ahead of where 
they were after 54 games last sea- 
son. And. it will be remembered, 
they didn’t start a real drive in 
1935 until the second half of the 
season, At present, they have an 
even 100 games to play in which 
to do their climbing. 

Be Careful, Mr. Cochrane! 

How far are they away from a 
first division berth? Well, the Ti- 
gers today are fourth with a mark 
of 492 and their advantage is one 
of eight and one-half games over 
the Browns. And, Cleveland and 
Chicago both-are but one point be- 
hind the Tigers. And, the Browns 
are coming while the Tigers and 
Indians, at least, seem to. be slip- 
ping fast with the Athletics seek- 
ing their natural level—in this case, 
the cellar now occupied but heart- 
fly disliked by the Browns.

vard, 

The Crimson yearlings covered 
the course in 11.01, while Yale was 
clocked in 11:05. 

Clearly, the Yale-Harvard boat 
race is one of the most inex- 
plicable and yet one of the most 
colorful events on the sporting cal- 
endar. It is just another boat race 
between two mediocre crews, but 
it draws over 60,000 persons who 
come from all over the world for 
the race and act in the most sur- 
prising way. 

Harvard hasn’t won a boat race 
this season, and Yale has won only 
one, but judging from the serious- 
ness of the camps, you'd think the 
boys were rowing it off today for 
the Olympic championship. Both 
crews came here 11 days ago to 
prepare for the day’s events. 
Four events already have been 
rowed. First was the Cook’s .race 
in which the scullery help and the 
waiters from the rival camps 
manned a couple of whale boats 
and raced precariously over an un- 
charted course. 

The object of this race is to 
lose, for tradition has it the school 
whose scullery team wins will lose 
the Varsity race. There was 
plenty of confusion and the race 
never was decided. 

In the combination crew yester- 
day, however, the first serious race 
on the prograra, Harvard won from 
the Yale reserves by two lengths, 
rowing the upstream two-mile 
course in 9:45 to Yale’s 9:51. The 
race was rowed in a driving rain 
and the Crimson were never 
headed,

Major reason for this belief is 
the exceptional development within 
the last two years of at least six 
brilliant young performers. They 
are Peter Fick in the 100-meter free 
style, and 200-meter relay man; 
Adolph Kiefer, the ‘sensational 
young back-stroke swimmer from 
the Lake Shore A. C. in Chicago; 
Jack Medica, of Seattle’s Washing- 
ton A. C., in the 400 and 1500-meter 
events; Macionis in the 100 and 400- 
meter free style events; J. Kasley 
of Michigan, in the 200-meter 
breast stroke, and Paul Wolf and 
Arthur Lindegren in the 100-meter 
free style and the 200-meter relay 
event. 

Peter Fick, 21-year-old New York 
Athletic Club star, has broken all 
existing records for the century me- 
ter event in the past two years, He 
has lowered Weissmueller’s world 
mark of :57.2 to :56.4. In a recent 
dual meet with Japan he whipped 
Yusa, Japan’s outstanding sprint 
swimmer, in the remarkable time 
of :57.2. The little Nipponese, how- 
ever, was very close on his heels, 
finishing only six-tenths of a sec- 
ond behind. 

Kiefer the Backstroke Star. 

Perhaps even more outstanding 
than Fick is the 17-year-old back-

Adolph Kiefer. He has broken all 
existing backstroke records by good 
margins and doesn’t seem to know 
how fast he can really go.

During a recent tour of Germany 
this past winter he achieved notable 
success and was a general favorite 
of European swim fans. He made

Congress Completes Action 
on Measure Barring Unfair 
Trade Discounts.

WASHINGTON, June 19.--Legis-— 
lation intended to protect the in-| 


dependent merchant against price 


advantages allowed large competi- 
tors was pase d last night by Con- 
gress and sent to President Roose- 
velt. 

The Senate agreed to a confer- 
ence report, already approved by 
the House, on the Robinson-Patman 
bill. 

Primarily, the bill is designed to 
prevent unfair price discrimina- 
tions through the use of fake dis- 
counts and rebates for services not 
actually performed. It would per- 
mit the Federal Trade Commission 
to fix the point beyond which dis- 
counts for quantity purchases 
could not go. The Commission 
would be instructed to prevent dis- 
counts for purchases so large that 
competitors would be unable to 


match them, thus creating monop- | 


oly. 


The bill was based on measures 


introduced early in the session by 
Senator Robinson (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas), and Representative Patman, 
(Dem.), Texas. To it, however, 
was attached.the Borah-Van Nuys 
bill, embodying some of the anti- 
monopoly theories which Senator 
Borah (Prog.), Idaho, advanced to 
the Republican platform committee 
in Cleveland. 

The Borah-Van Nuys amendment 
would not rely alone on the Federal 
Trade Commission, but would per- 
mit prosecution of violators in the 
Federal courts, with penalties of a 
$5000 fine or one year in jail. 

A business man, feeling he had 
been the victim of unfair price dis- 
crimination, would be able to take 
his case into Federal Court in his 
own state instead of coming to 
Washington and working through 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

Exemptions from the operation 
of the law would be granted in the 
handling of perishable foods and in 
other emergencies. A Senate 
amendment, excluding manufactur- 
ers in the purchase of materials, 
was rejected by the conferees. 

Legitimate discounts for quantity 
purchases would be permitted by 
the bill up to the point fixed by the 
Federal Trade Commission. They 
could only include, however, actual! 
savings realized in the handling of 
the large orders.

ON FORD'S ENGLISH FARMS 


Highest Wage Paid by Co-Opera-| 
tive American Financed, $32.50 
a Week Last Year. 
By the Associated Press. . | 
BOREHAM, England, June 19.— | 
As high as $5 a day is earned by. 
farm workers operating a co-opera- 
tive agricultural experiment here 
on about 2000 acres of Essex land. 
The experiment, called “Fordson 
Co-Operators,” was started two 
years ago by backers including 
Henry Ford and Sir Percival Perry, 
chairman of Ford’s British com- 
pany, to show that there 4s oppor- 
tunity on the land both for more 
men and higher incomes. 
Workers are formed into three 
co-operative societies, each con- 
ducting a farm. Seventy-three per- 
manently employed men rent and 
work the land through the socie- 
ties. 
Two societies, working 1239 
acres, Sir Percival said, made a 
profit of more than $14,000 last 


year, the average income of many 


of the men being above $1000, or. 


about $20 a week. The highest wage 


1936 


averaged $32.50 a week. These fig- 
ures compare with the legal mini- 
mum wage in the district of $7.75 
a week. 

The third farm, however, oper- 
ated at a loss, thought due to se- 
vere spring frost, but the men nev- 
ertheless received the society’s 
standard rate, 25 per cent above 
the district minimum.

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MOONEY HABEAS CORPUS = 
HEARING ENTERS 110TH DAY 


Prisoner Says It Is Longest Case! 
ef Type on Record; Cost to 
State $200 a Day. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 19.—The 
habeas corpus hearing through 
which Thomas J. Mooney hopes to 
win freedom after 20 years in pris- 
on entered its 110th court day to- 
day—and the end is not in sight. 

“It's the longest habeas corpus 
case on record,” said Mooney, the 
former iron moulder who with 
Warren K. Billings, is serving a 
life sentence for the 1916 Prepared- 
ness day parade bombing in which 
10 persons were killed. 

“Money will tell you it’s the most 
famous, too, more famous than the 
Dreyfus case,” said William J. 
Cleary, Deputy Attorney-General. 

“I don’t know why it shouldn’t 
be,” said Mooney. “Dreyfus was 
only in prison five years—I've been 
there 20.” 

More than 12,000 pages of tran- 
script already have been filled and 
more witnesses are to come. Un- 
official estimates are that the cost 
to the State is at least $200 a day. 


The atmosphere in Cleary’s office, 
where the hearing is being held, is 


extremely informal. Mooney talks 
and laughs with Prosecutor Cleary 
during recesses.

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FEW APPEALS HEARD 
IN SUPREME COURT 


717 of 1000 Thrown Out Dur- 
ring Last Term—Only 159 
Written Opinions. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—The 
nine Justices of the Supreme Court 
have said “no” many times during 
the term just ended aside from 
their negative rulings on New Deal 
legislation. More than 1000 appeals 
of all kinds were handed to the 
court in seven out of 10 the court 


denied a hearing. 
Records of the court show that 


717 cases were refused a review. 
Approximately 60 others were de- 
cided without allowing argument, 
by “per curiam” orders. In these 
the court did not write an‘opinion 
but referred to other decisions. 

There were 159 written opinions 
during the term on cases that were 
allowed a review and were argued 
before the court. In almost half 
of these the decisions of lower 
courts were reversed. 

One of the last acts of Chief 
Justice Hughes this term was to 
order 102 cases remaining on the 
court’s docket transferred to the 
October session. 

In 34 of these cases the tribunal 
has not yet ruled whether a review 
should be granted or refused. In 
56 others a hearing has _. been 
granted while 12 are “original” 
cases, mostly disputes between 
states which are started in the 
highest court. 

Appeals this term included more 
than 20 in which petitioners faced 
death for criminal convictions. 

Few of these were allowed re- 
views. Bruno Richard Hauptmann, 
in his futile attempts to avoid 
electrocution for the murder of the 
Lindbergh baby, twice appealed to 
the highest court in vain. 

Arthur Gooch, condemned to die 
under terms of the Lindbergh kid- 
naping law, appealed in vain. 

Also, two attorneys convicted 
under the same law, were denied 
hearings on their protest against 
jail terms. 

The only persons who escaped 
death sentences by action, of the 
Supreme Court were three Missis- 
sippi Negroes convicted of killing 
a white farmer. 

The ratio of allowing one review 
in four appeals for this term is the 
same average since 1930. 


Nazi Terror Threatened i. Austria.

SALZBURG, Austria, June 19.— 
Police said today they had uncov- 


‘}ered a Nazi plot to disrupt the ap- 


proaching Salzburg Music Festival 
with terroristic acts. Among the 
plans, it was alleged, were included 
the tossing of tear gas and stench 
bombs. Max Christianell, publicity 
director for the festival, and 12 
youths were arrested. Tension de- 
veloped along the Bavarian border 
today when German frontier guards 
refused to permit Austrian workers 
to go to their jobs in Germany.

PARTIAL CHECK INDICATES 
96,000 REGISTERED IN CITY 


These Are New Voters, Persons 
Who Have Moved or Have 
Just Established Residence. 

A partial compilation of the in- 
termediate registration of voters in 
the city yesterday showed an aver- 
age of 143 registrations to a pre- 
cinct, indicating a total registra- 
tion of about 96,000 in the 669 pre- 
cincts for the day. The present 
registration is 346,666. 

The registration was heaviest in 
the river wards, principally in the 
Thirty-first State Senatorial Dis- 
trict, where Senator Michael Kin- 
ney is opposed for the Democratic 
nomination by State Representative 
William Warren Burke, who is 
backed by Jimmy Miller, Fourth 
Ward boss. One precinct in the 
Fifth Ward had 420 registrations. 
In Miller’s ward, the average was 
about 230 to a precinct. Registra- 
tion was also heavy in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward, where L. J. Gualdoni 
is opposing Recorder of Deeds John 
P. English for election to the Demo- 
cratic City Committee. 

In residental wards, such as the 
Twenty-eighth in the West End, 
and the Thirteenth and Fifteenth in 
South St. Louis, the average was 
136 to a precinct. In wards with a 
large Negro population, including 
the Sixth, Nineteenthh and Twenty- 
third, the average was 323. 

A total of about 7000 persons reg- 
istered yesterday in St. Louis 
County. The present registration is 
92,000. The additional registrations 
in both city and county represent 
an appreciable gain, although many 
names will be stricken off the lists 
following a canvass and revision. 
The registration was for persons 
who had moved since the last 
registration or who will have be- 
come 21 years of age by the time 
of the primary election Aug. 4, and 
for those who have established resi- 
dence in the city or county since 
the last registration. 


OWENS-ILLINOIS COMPANY 
BUYS ST. LOUIS CAN ASSETS 


200 Employes of Factory Retained 
and Production Continued. 

Announcement has been made of 
the purchase of all the assets of 
the old St. Louis Can Co., 904 South 
Fourteenth street, by the Owens- 
Illinois Can Co., a subsidiary of the 
Owens-Illinois Glass Co. of Toledo, 
Ohio. 

The assets, including machinery, 
merchandise, materials, accounts 
and good will, were sold by George 
C. Hafferkamp, receiver of the St. 
Louis Can Co., to‘'the General Amer- 
ican Life Insurance Co., largest 
creditor, for $170,000, at auction, 
May 7. The insurance company, 
which had a claim of $209,375 against 
the St. Louis Can Co., on an assign- 
ment of rentals of the factory build- 
ing, sold the assets the same day 
to the Owens-Illinois Can Co., for 
$278,500. Title to the building has 
belonged to the insurance company 
since it carried out a foreclosure in 
April, 1935. 

The 200 employes of the factory 
have been retained. Production of 
cans for oil, grease, paint and other 
plain and special purposes has been 
continued. 

Receivership of the St. Louis Can 
Co. was ordered four years ago. It 
was asserted in the receivership 
suit that the company was solvent 
and operating at a profit, but that 
because of economic conditions and 
the refusal of banks to extend fur- 
ther credit its assets had become 
frozen, so that it could not meet 
current obligations..

Three Slot Machines Confiscated 
Under Sheriff's Order Issued 
on Wednesday. 
Handbooks in East St. Louis 
were ordered closed last night by 
Police Commissioner Albert P. Lau- 
man. About 12 had been operating 
in recent months, but all were 
closed today. Slot machines were 
ordered closed Wednesday by Sher- 
iff Henry Siekmann of St. Clair 
County and last night East St.

WILLIAM F. GEPHART ASSAILS

Banker Says It and Economic

William F. Gephart, vice-presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, 
told delegates to the convention of 
the Midwest Transit Association at 
Hotel Chase yesterday that state 
socialism and economic planning 
were based on a common fallacious 
assumption that a few men are 
capable of directing a nation’s busi- 
ness affairs.

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THREE POWERS TO BEGIN 
BUILDING UP NAVIES 


Limitation Pact of U. S., En- 
gland and Japan Expires 
Next Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 179.—Battleships 
designed to replace aging vessels 
will be built next year by Great 
Britain, the United States and Ja- 
pan. Their construction has been 
at a standstill since the Powers met 
and agreed at Washington to build 
no new capital ships until 1930. The 
agreement was then extended until 
the end of 1936. 

Meeting at London in 1936, the 


nations reached no agreement to 
continue the holiday, so all restric- 
tions expire at the end of this year 
except those affecting the size of 
the ships, which is limited to 35,- 
000 tons. 

Experts agree each capital ship 
laid down, while only half the ton- 
nage of the Queen Mary, will cost 
from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 each, 
against the $25,000,000 that the 
Queen Mary cost. 

This is because of the vast 
amount of armament, armor plate 
and delicate defense machinery 
that must go into each ship. 

The United States and Great 
Britain are today limited to 15 bat- 
tleships each, with Japan’s total 
fixed at nine. With all of these 
ships built before 1922, their useful 
length of life fixed at 20 years, it is 
easy to see most of the ships are 
over age or nearing their life span. 

American battleship replacement 
plans have been held in abeyance 
until it was certain what the Brit- 


ish were planning. This uncer- 
tainty was recently cleared up in 
the House of Commons when Gov- 
ernment officials announced the 
Government must proceed with its 
battieship replacement program as 


speedily as possible.

GREAT BRITAIN SETS RECORD 
IN EXPORTS OF AIRPLANES 


Total Last Year $13,500,000, an In- 
crease of $4,000,000 Over 
That of 1934. 

By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June  19.—Britain’s 
airplane industries, at present work- 
ing day and night under the re- 
armament plan, had a record year 
in 1935 with exports valued at £2,- 

721,441 (about $13,500,000). 

This surpassed the previous rec- 
ord year, 1929, by £562,774 (about 
$2,800,000), a Government report by 
the Department of Civil Aviation 
discloses it exceeded the total in 
1934 by £800,389 (about $4,000,000). 

Exports by the United States, by 
comparison, reach £2,911,566 (about 
$14,500,000), exceeding those of the 
United Kingdom by £190,125 (about 
$950,000), the report notes Aircraft 
exports of the United States, the 
report says, declined in 1935 by 
£674,483, while those of Great Brit- 
ain increased by £800,339. 

Great Britain’s exports to Euro- 
pean countries totaled £1,137,036, 
an increase of £204,403 over those 
of the year 1934. Sales to the Near 
East totaled £357,017, to British 
overseas possessions £1,001,661, and 
to the United States, Central and 
South America £161,308, in each case 
a considerable increase as com- 
pared with exports in previous 
years. 

Since 1924, when export figures 
on aviation first became available, 
Great Britain has exported 3415 
complete aircraft valued at £7,091,- 
069, a total of 6204 engines valued 
at £5,589,631 and spare parts valued 
@t £7,114,581. 


ROOSEVELT AND LANDON 
BOTH PRAISED IN HOUSE 


Democrats and Republicans Predict 
Victory for Respective 
Candidates. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Both 


President Roosevelt and Gov, Lan- 
don were characterized by their 
partisans in the House today as “the 
next President of the United States.” 

Representative Fitzpatrick (Dem.’, 
New York, started it all by an- 
nouncing that “for the best inter- 
ests of the country, President Roos- 
evelt should be kept in the White 
House and he will be the next Presi- 
dent of the United States.” The 
Democrats applauded. 

Representative Guyer (Rep.) 
Kansas, arose and, naming Landon 
as the next President, described the 
Kansas Governor as “an extraordi- 
nary man. His rise to the presi- 
dential nomination of the Republi- 
can party has never been equaled 
in the political histery of the United 
States.” The Republicans applaud- 
ed. 

Referring to a recent prediction 
by Representative Sweeney (Dem.), 
Ohio, that President Roosevelt 
would lose. Ohio in November by 
100,000 votes, Representative Ran- 
dolph (Dem.), West Virginia, said 
his neighboring State of West Vir- 
ginia would increase Mr. Roosevelt’s 
74,000 majority in 1932 to 125,000 
votes this fall.

Receipts to May 1 totaled $1,899,- 
532,000, compared with $1,668,144,000 
for the same period last year, $1,- 
45,185,000 in 1934 and $1,085,931,000

These totals do not include AAA

KILLS SELF IN SANITARIUM 


Franz Stanek Famous for Speech 
in Austro-Hungarian 
Reichsrat in 1913. 
PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, June 
19.—Franz Stanek, 68 years old, 
former President of the Chamber 
of Deputies and former member of 
the Czech Cabinet, committed sui- 
cide today in a sanitarium. He 
shot himself with a revolver, ap- 
parently while depressed by an in- 

curable illness. 

Only a few days ago Stanek 
welcomed Dr. Eduard Benes, Pres- 
ident of Czechoslovakia, when 
Benes visited Moravia. His condi- 
tion grew rapidly worse when he 
returned to Praha. 

Stanek headed the Czech party in 
the old Austro-Hungarian Reichs- 
rat and on Oct. 4, 1918, created an 
international sensation by demand- 
ing independence for the Czechs 
and Slovaks. His speech caused 
such a stir that the United States, 
Italy and France recognized the 
provisional Czech Government, 
then operating outside the country.

AUSTIN, Tex., June 18—A five 


state blockade has been proposed 
by the Texas Btate Police to catch 
fleeing fugitives of the Southwest 


New Mexico, Oklahoma, Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Texas would be 
asked to join in the plan, said L. G 
Phares, chief oh the Texas High- 
way Patrol. 

If the blockade is arranged, local 
officers, State police and ‘motorized 
Texas rangers can be placed along 
any border section within a few 
minutes. 

A system of pre-arranged posi- 
tions for various police units of the 
State will be worked out. An emer- 
gency signal will send officers to 
assigned posts, there to await 
further instructions. 

Rapid transmission of code mes- 
gages by radio, telephone and tele- 
graph will facilitate the movement 
of officers over the territory. Mo- 
torcycles and fast automobiles will 
haste police to the danger zones. 

State officials said a legislative 
program was being worked out to 
remove legal barriers in the event 
a fugitive should escape across a 
state line. Identical legislation on 
extradition would virtually abolish 
state lines in the capture of crim- 
finals, they said.

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GEN. RIVERS AGAINST 
HOLDING PHILIPPINES 


Says Independence Program 
Should Go Through to 
Avoid War. 


‘ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Belief 
that the holding of the Philippines 
as a dependency would involve the 
United States in war was expressed 
by Major-General William C. Riv- 
ers, retired, in a statement printed 
in the Congressional Record. 

The statement was published at 
the request of Representative Karl 
Stefan, (Rep.) Nebraska, who criti- 
cised the “useless expenditure of 
American taxpayers money in the 
maintenance of an idle army” in 
the islands. Stating that there has 
never been a war between two 
major nations as far apart as the 
United States and Japan, Gen. Riv- 
ers said: 

“Holding the Philippines as a de- 
pendency would involve us in such 
a war—some future revolt in the 
Philippines against us as alien 
rulers, or a war with Japan. In 
either case, the Philippines would 
be crushed. 

“Though we won a war, with 
Japan at such unprecedented if not 
impossible distances the conflict 
would but aid Russia to Communize 
China. A war between ourselves 
and Japan to aid the Philippines or 
to aid China would harm both those 
countries.” 

Gen. Rivers suggested settling 
American differences with Japan 
an an alternative to a naval race 
and to the present Philippine pro- 
gram of conscription for defense. 
The latter, he said, “may wreck” 
insular finances. 

“We should recognize Japan’s 
position in Manchoukuo and China,” 
he said. “We assert a desire to 
aid the Philippines and China. This 
can be done only by peace in the 
Orient through the employment of 
constructive statesmanship and the 
frank recognition of existing con- 
ditions. ... 

“What some of the Filipinos de- 
sire is, I assume, continuance of 
autonomy in all matters of local 
|} government, continuance of free 
trade with the United States, and 


of the single-handed responsibility | 


of our country for defense.” 

For such defense, Gen. Rivers 
added, the United States would 
have to have a fleet three times 
that of “any Western Pacific pow- 
er.” He said a dominion status for 
the Philippines in place of the in- 
dependence scheduled for 10 years 
hence was impracticable because 
of the difference in race.

WASHINGTON NOTES 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—A decline of 
2 per cent in the dollar volume of gro- 
very store sales last month compared with 
May, 1935, is shown in preliminary esti- 
mates of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce. A drop of 3.5 per cent 
from April exceeded the usual seasonal 
dip for that period in the last seven 
years, the bureau said. Lower food prices 
were believed to have an influence. 


Production of synthetié resins in the 
United States. a product used widely in 
industry, has more than doubled since 
1933 and topped 100,000,000 pounds last 
year, the Commerce Department reports. 
Fifteen years ago, it was noted, output 
was less than 2,000,000 pounds yearly. 


The Department of Agriculture’s index 
of prices received by farmers in mid- 
May declined to 103 per cent of the pre- 
war average compared with 105 in April 
and 108 in May last year. Little change 
was shown in prices paid by farmers with 
the result that the ratio of prices re- 
ceived to prices paid dropped from 87 
in April to 85 in May, the same as for 
the like month last year. 


Treasury figures reveal a steady gain 
in recent months in circulation of cur- 
rency of large denominations.

963,000,000 GOLD 
CAIN DURING WEEK 


‘Government Financing Cause 


$939,000,000 Drop in Meme 
ber Bank Reserve Balances, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 19. — The 
weekly condition statement of Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks disclosed today 
that $63.000.000 in gold had entered 
this country during the week ended 
June 17 to bring total American 
stocks to $10,543,000,000, a new all- 
time peak. 

The increase was occaisioned pri- 
marily by the weakened condition 
of the French franc. 

Mid-month financing of the Gow 
ernment caused member bank re- 
serve valance to drop $939,000,000, 
decreasing the total to $4,894,000,000, 
an amount estimated by the board 
still to be about $2,040,000,000 in ex- 
cess of legal requirements. 

During the week the treasury 
withdrew $964,000,000 from commer- 
cial institutions and redeposited it 
in Federal Reserve Banks. 

The condition statement said: 

“The daily average volume of 
Federal Reserve Bank credit out- 
standing during the week ended 
June 17, as reported by the Federal 
Reserve Banks was $2,485,000,000, 
an increase of $9,000,000 compared 
with the preceding week and a de 
crease of $1,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1935. 

Reserve Bank Credit. 

“On June 17 total reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,480,000,000, an 
increase of $9,000,000 for the week. 
This increase corresponds with in- 
creases of $111,000,000 in money in 
circulation, and $964,000,000 in trea- 
sury cash and deposits with Fed% 
eral Reserve Banks, offset in part 
by decreases of $939,000,000 in mem-~- 
ber bank reserve balances, and $62,- 
000,000 in non-member deposits and 
other Federal Reserve Accounts, 
and an increase of $63,000,000 in 
monetary gold stock. Member bank 
reserve balances on June 17 were 
estimated to be approximately $2,- 
040,000,000 in excess of legal re 
quirements. 

“Relatively small changes were 
reported in holdings of discounted 
and purchased bills and industrial 
advances. An increase of $50,000,000 
in holdings of United States Trea- 
sury bonds was offset by decreases 
of $47,000,000 in United States Trea- 
sury notes and $3,000,000 in United 
States Treasury bills.”

CHINCH BUG INVASION 


Dust Barrier Effective in Dry 
Weather—Creosote or Gas 
Tar Also Efficient. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., June 19.—Im- 
mediate start by Missouri farmers 
in establishing barriers to fight a 
chinch. bug invasion’ threatening 
crops in many sections of the State 
was urged today in a warning by 
Dr. Leonard Haseman, State en- 
tomologist of the University of 


Missouri College of Agriculture. 

Asserting that “every day de- 
layed in establishing barriers means 
the loss of acres of corn,” Dr. Hase- 
man made public information on 
setting up effective barriers. Dr. 
Haseman’s suggestions are as fol- 
lows: 

“In dry weather the one barrier 
available to every farmer whose 
soil will form a dust mulch is the 


log-furrow barrier. This was used 
long before cresote and gas tar | 
were available. | 


“If cresote or gas tar are not | 


ers shoulld plow a furrow and drag 
a gate post or short length of in it 
until a fine bed of dust is formed. 
A six-foot length of log 12 to 18 
inches in diameter will round out a 
perfect dust furrow better than 
anything else readily available to 
most farmers. 

“If the bugs are already on the 


first few rows of corn or cahe the 


barrier should be placed in the field 
beyond them. The dust barrier is 
100 per cent effective if properly 
made and maintained so long as 
rain does not interfere. While it 
costs only the labor of a boy and 
a horse, the mistake of simply run- 
ning the log back and forth in the 
furrow a few times each day should 
not be made. On the average, the 
layer of dust should be stirred and 
the bugs ground into it every 15 
minutes from about 9 or 10 o'clock 
in the morning until sundown.”

Rosy View of Nation’s Finances. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EVIEW of our nation’s finances for. 

the fiscal year ending June 30 is said 
to show that the yield from major Fed- 
eral taxes approximates $3,400,000,000 
out of a national income of about 50 bil- 
lion dollars; that Federal expenditures, 
including about two billion dollars for re 
lief and excluding the bonus payment, 
are estimated at seven billion dollars. The 
1929 national income was 90 billion dol- 
lars, on which the yield from taxes at 
the present rates—which are lower than 
those of any other important industrial 
nation—would be about eight billions. 

As our economic recovery progresses, 
with increasing business earnings and 
newly created wealth, fairly distributed 
to advance general well-being, the na- 
tional income of 1929 will be- exceeded 
and, also, national relief expenditures 
will diminish and disappear, leaving a 
billion dollars and more, out of tax in- 
come, for Federal debt retirement, even 
should Federal expenditures continue at 
the present high mark. 

Therefore, when the “new Hoover” 
solemnly wisecracks about borrowing 
ourselves out of the depression and, shiv- 
ering with fear, paints for us a gloomy 
future of tax-slavery and even imminent 
bankruptcy, does he not merely demon- 
strate his ignorance of facts and of eco- 
nomics as great as was that of the “old 
Hoover,” buried deep under the ava- 
lanche of ballots of 19327 

Our borrowings and our expenditures 
have been but the sane and proper use 
of our enormous wealth in an emergency, 
which, otherwise, would have been our 
destruction. 

The budget will be balanced, social se- 
curity will be achieved and this nation 
will establish its prosperity on a sane 
basis; political, economic and industrial 
well-being for our people will be at- 
tained; but not through ghe inept lead- 
ership of a “new Hoover” and a budget- 
balancer Landon with their stilted plans, 
their lack of vision, their purveying of 
fear, WALTER C. GUELS.

Traffic at Intersections. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE movement of traffic at intersec- 
tions is greatly hampered by the regu- 
lation giving the right of way to the ve- 
hicle at the right. 

Suppose that Car No. 1 is approaching 
an intersection from the west: it waits 
for Car No. 2, coming from the south, 
which moves out into the center of the 
street, and then becomes the car which 
has to wait for No. 3, coming from the 
east, while No. 3 waits for No. 4, coming 
from the north. In this way, a whole 
intersection may be tied up. 

Now, suppose the condition reversed, 
and that the car at the left has the right 
of way, that No. 1, coming from the 
west, has the right of way over No. 2 
from the south. No. 2 stays at the curb, 
not getting out into the center of the 
street until No. 1 has passed, and simi- 
larly all around the intersection. 

As regulated now, the traffic move- 
ment violates an engineering principle 
by reversing the direction of flow on ap- 
proaching an intersection; in other 
words, on a straight stretch, the driver 
is giving way on the left and toward the 
right, while at the intersection he does 
exactly the opposite. 

If the effect of a stop-light or a traf- 
fic officer on a corner is analyzed, it 
will be found that what is done is to 
make way for the vehicle at the left. We 
are really—when traffic moves at all— 
moving according to the correct princi- 
ple, but getting in our own way by an 
improper regulation.

THE WHOLE TRUTH. 

Boss rule is an expensive luxury. The Pendergast 
machine dips into the pocket of every taxpayer in 
Missouri. And, since we are all taxpayers, we all 
have to contribute. When Thomas J. Pendergast 
sails away to Europe, as he regularly does, “when 
April's there,” we, the people of Missouri, are call- 
ing for the check. We may not know it. Pender- 
gast himself may indignantly resent the imputation. 
But, really, that’s what boss rule comes to. 

Jesse W. Barrett, in his talk to the high school 
students at Ferguson, touched on this phase of our 
State government. He told the truth. He did not 


| tell the whole truth. The costs of government in 


Missouri have been soaring like an eagle for many 
years. These costs were flying high long before 
Tom Pendergast established his dynasty. 

Just a quick glance at the statistics will be 
enough. Turning back to 1905, we find that the 
Legislature of that year appropriated $11,967,319.56 
for the 1905-06 biennium. The 1935 Legislature ap- 
propriated $144,107,298.54 for the 1935-36 biennium. 
That is a jump of 1200 per cent in 30 years. For 
much of that period, Tom Pendergast was a white- 
jacketed dispenser of exhilaration, levying tribute 
only on such pilgrims as journeyed to his shrine and 
giving them a joyous quid pro quo. 

In this 30-year period, party rg@sponsibility has 
been equally divided. Following Gov. Folk’s term, 
we had the Republican administration of Gov. Had- 
ley, from 1909 to 1913. Then came eight Demo- 
cratic years under Governors Major and Gardner. 
On the white wings of prohibition, and in the black 
shadow of the World War's aftermath, the Republi- 
cans resumed control with Arthur M. Hyde in the 
executive mansion, which they retained under Gov- 
ernors Baker and Caulfield. 

Through this third of a century, expenses mounted, 
taxes increased, boards, commissions and agencies 
multiplied. In every campaign, the party out of 
power has condemned the extravagance of the party 
in office and chaos at Jefferson City, and has prom- 
ised faithfully to clean the stables and cut down the 
bills and simplify and systematize the business of 
the State. Nothing much has been done. So far as the 
taxpayer is concerned, relief is still a pledge to be 
kept. ; 
Organized efforts have been made by public-spir- 
ited citizens, actuated by no motive other than. to 
lighten the burden of taxes and introduce efficiency 
into our public affairs. Remedial programs have 
been thoughtfully and capably prepared. They have 
got practically nowhere. 
But it would not be fair to say that our State ex- 
penditures have multiplied 12 times in 30 years and 
let the statement stand, impliedly, as an indictment 
of wanton governmental extravagance. The Govern- 
ment of Missouri, like that of every other State, is 
engaged in many enterprises today which either 
were unknown 30 years ago, or were conducted on a 
comparatively primitive, negligible scale. Where we 
spent $5000 on highways in 1905-06, we are spending 
in the present biennium $60,505,055. Thirty years 
ago, our educational account was $4,608,804. The 
present expenditure is $27,475,443. Provision for the 
helpless wards of the State in our eleemosynary in- 
stitutions 30 years ago cost $2,131,491. The bill now 
totals $27,251,763. Many other items of similar pur- 
port could be cited. Under the spur of progress and 
in the name of social justice, these things are being 
done, and as a self-respecting people, we must con- 
tinue to meet those obligations. But in the role 
of Lord Bountiful, government should be required to 
remember that all this money has to be earned, 
that every dollar of it comes from the citizens, that 
government is only the trustee, not the princely 
provider, 
As a candidate for the Republican nomination for 
Governor, Mr. Barrett is plying the lash on Tom 
Pendergast’s back, and many of us are listening 
with approval and shouting “more power to your 
elbow.” But the guilt is 50-50 between the Ele- 
phant and the Donkey, and the present seems to us 
a grand time to tell the truth, the whble truth and 
nothing but the truth. 

OLIVE OR IVY. 
Chairman Hamilton of the Republican National 
Committee has made what at first glance seems 
like an olive-branch gesture. Instead of announc- 
ing a grand slam for Gov.

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ENLIGHTENED ACTION IN INDUSTRY. 

There was no difference of opinion in the Supreme 
Court as to the desirability of fair wages for wom- 
en and minors in industry. The bench divided on a 
constitutional question in the recent New York case, 
namely, whether the State has a right to establish 
a minimuin wage by law. 

In view of the social value of maintaining as high 
a standard of living as is possible among workers, 
the latest news from New York on this problem is 
especially gratifying. Although the State law has 
been invalidated by the Supreme Court, the 37 larg- 
est laundries in the New York metropolitan area 
have agreed to pay wages set by the statute. Ac- 
cording to M. O. Haggerty of the National Laundry 
Journal, representatives of these concerns will place 
all the provisions of the law in effect just as if it 
were still in force. It is to be hoped that the force 
of this fine example will not be lost on Joseph K. 
Tipaldo, Brooklyn laundryman, who challenged the 
New York law as an invasion of his constitutional 
rights after he had been indicted for falsifying wage 
entries in his account books to make it appear that 
he was obeying the law. 

Coming so soon after the agreement of Massachu- 
setts textile manufacturers not to hire children under 
16, this voluntary adherence to the letter as well 
as the spirit of minimum wage legislation indicates 
a growing recognition of the social obligation of em- 
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ployers. May it spread throughout the nation and 
in all lines of work!

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BITTER GORKY. 

His name was Alexey Maximovich Peshkov, but 
he became celebrated in his native land, and then 
won world renown, as Maxim Gorky. Seldom was 
a pen name more fitting, for Gorky in Russian 
means “bitter.” The bitterness of his writings 
was the product of earnest conviction, derived from 
Gorky’s tragic experiences and the sordid scenes he 
witnessed in the years when he was a penniless wan- 
derer over Russia. : 
Because he knew Russia so thoroughly and inter- 
preted the sufferings of its masses with such clear 
vision, Gorky won acclaim from both the general 
public and the intelligentsia. His was a voice cry- 
ing out for justice, and when Czarist despotism tried 
to stifle that voice, it was heard throughout the 
world. ‘ 
Yet Gorky was no pessimist, and a certain grim 
humor leavened his writings. His philosophy was 
expressed in the Fiftieth Anniversary Number of the 
Post-Dispatch, in 1928, in an article headed simply, 
“Man.” He had seen man’s inhumanity to man 
under the Czars, and the efforts of the Soviet re- 
gime, at a hard price, to redeem the oppressed. Tri- 
wmphing over nature with miraculous inventions, 
man, he said, “continues to lead a miserable, sordid 
life.” One glowing sentence gives his view and 
his prophecy: “Life is still for the time being 
the unsuccessful work of magnificent artists.” He 
held high hopes, for “man has proved a thousand 
times that he can be what he chooses to be.” 
Because he saw mankind so often turning from 
the possibilities. of its innate nobility to be mean 
and sordid, Gorky was bitter. But if he willed it, 
Gorky felt, man the destroyer could some day be- 
come man the builder. 
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PRAYER FOR THE HORSE CHESTNUTS. 
The news that an unidentified fungus is. killing 
horse chestnut trees in and about St. Louis is bad 
news. All who know of the havoc wrought by the 
Dutch elm disease in New Jersey and other Atlantic 
seaboard states will hope for speedy identification 
and the formulation of a successful treatment for 
infected trees. The horse chestnut, or buckeye, as 
it is commonly called in the Middle West, has so. 
much to commend it that its loss from our land- 
scape would be a serious one. 
Few trees are so interesting the year around. June 
is the month of its flowering, and when seen at 
dusk, the upright white blossoms seem to be alight, 
like candles on a Christmas tree. It ranks with the 
persimmon as a tree under which children delight 
to play. When the sticky burs are falling, every 
horse chestnut has its quota of small boys waiting 
to gather the highly varnished buckeyes for use as 
marbles and good-luck charms. 
May the good fortune which the fruit of this tree 
is supposed to bring attend it in its present hour 
of need! If our botanists do not find a way to 
check the infection, may those of Chicago, whose 
trees also are affected, find the remedy and pass it 
on to us. We would gladly do as much for the horse 
chestnuts of Chicago.

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THAT STANTON PHRASE. 

Learned exception is taken to a statement made in 
an editorial a few days ago—the pronouncement ac- 
credited to Stanton, as Abraham Lincoln died: “Now 
he belongs to the ages.” David Rankin Barbee in- 
sists that Stanton never said it. His argument is 
persuasive. His point that the phrase is “un-Stan- 
tonesque” cannot be disputed. Further, the strained 
relations between the men, in the early days of their 
official association, are well known. How the Presi- 
dent, in a clash of wills, overpowered his Secretary 
of War, who ever after acknowledged his chief's su- 
periority and his own subordinate position, has been 
dramatized by Watterson in a splendid commentary 
complimentary to both. Watterson, by the way, is 
among the informed who accepted as authentic the 
Stanton benediction. 

For all we know, or anyone can know, the Stanton 
tribute may be only another item in the apocrypha 
that survive with a finer and sturdier vitality than 
factual events. Perhaps legend in the long reaches is 
sometimes truer than history. Uttered or unuttered, 
here was prophecy which time has fulfilled, notwith- 
standing our correspondent’s dissent. 

One more unimportant bit of controversy and the 
incident is closed. Mr. Barbee assures us there are 
“worthy scholars ... who will differ with you... 
as to the high and holy sense in which you use the 
phrase.” Our critic errs. “High and holy” is too 
exalted a degree. Occasionally a bit “high,” per- 
haps, but “holy”—rarely, if ever. 
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Add similes: As willing as the public in helping 
the veteran spend his bonus. 
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DEFEAT OF THE LOBBY BILL. 
The bill to require registration and reports by lob- 


byists has been killed for the present session of 
Congress, as the result of misunderstanding, if not 
misrepresentation, and the fear by House members 
of reprisals in the coming elections. 

Assertions that the bill meant dictatorship and 
a denial of the citizens’ right of petition were ab- 
surd on their face. The measure was not perfect, 
but it put no restraint on the legitimate efforts of 
lobbyists, requiring merely that they identify their 
sporsors and make public the amounts they are paid. 
It was aimed to correct the abuses that have arisen 
from the underground activities of lobbyists for spe- 
cial interests. It would have cast needed light into 
the dark practices of pressure politics. 

Mention of organizations said to oppose the bill— 
the American Federation of Labor, Father Cough- 
lin’s group, Dr. Townsend's movement and various 
fraternal orders—raised in many Representatives’ 
minds the vision of thousands of ballots cast against 
them if they voted for the measure. No argument 
could have been more potent in a campaign season. 

This effort to regulate the “locust swarm” of lob- 
byists apparently has failed. The fight will go on, 
however, and a measure dedicated to this end ulti- 
mately will be passed, for its necessity was demon- 
strated long ago.

Women on Juries 


Jury service by women will improve the administration of justice, writer says; asserts 
they are not so likely as men to evade service, hence will insure higher type 
panels; would end acquittals of handsome “gun molls,” usual among male juries; 
good record made in 27 states where women are eligible, not including Missouri.

URY service for women, in my belief, is 
J ccsiradie This belief is not based upon 

the “equal rights” argument, but is 
founded solely on the conviction that jury 
service by women will improve and make 
more efficient the administration of justice. 

Is there any foundation in fact for this 
belief? The answer is an emphatic Yes. 
Women on juries are much less apt to deal 
emotionally or sentimentally with a phys 
ically attractive murderess, a gun moll or 
the numerous female aiders and abetters of 
the present-day criminal mobs, than are 
male jurors. 

Courtney Ryley Cooper has asserted that 
girl criminals often are more dangerous 
|than men and states that, in all his exper!- 
ence, he has yet to find an honest, up- 
right woman who has become the associate 
or consort of confirmed criminals. Indeed, 
they are their very life-blood, their means 
of contact, their eyes and ears. 

Police and prosecutors frequently let such 
females slip through their fingers because 
they know only too well the utter futility of 
attempting to convict them before a jury, 
not of their peers, but made up entirely of 
men—some of whom are morons if not out- 
right dim-wits. The balance, if they do not 
fall in this category, usually have a maud- 
lin sentimentality for anything in skirts. 
Why, indeed, should the police or prosecu- 
tors put such women on trial? Male juries 
will not convict, and the publicity they gain 
as a consequence only puts them in line for 
fat night-club or vaudeville contracts. 


But if there are women on juries, won't 
we get just as many morons and dim-wits? 
No, This is not, however, because there are 
fewer such persons among the female por- 
tion of our population. It is because wom- 
en as a whole have more leisure time, since 
not nearly so many are engaged in business 
pursuits, and there is, therefore, a better 
chance that we will get higher types of 
jurors. 

It is a notorious fact that the very men 
who should serve on juries are the ones who 
avoid that extremely important civic duty 
by dodging jury service by hook or crook. 
In a survey in Cleveland some few years 
ago, it was found that almost all the men 
who lived in the most exclusive residential 
section escaped jury service because of “ill- 
ness.” In other words, the best section of 
that Ohio metropolis was the most un- 
healthy in which to live. 

Of course, the more stupid the more emo- 
tional the jury panel, the better the crim- 
inal lawyer likes it. Instead of represent- 
ing the cross-section of our population, 
juries in many places all too frequently rep- 
resent a much lower, and sometimes the 
very lowea, stratum of society. We sink 
to pretty low levels in this country when 
it comes to the matter of jury personnel. 

The question, “Is the jury ever right?“ 
has been raised by certain psychologists and 
scientists who have turned their attention 
to the findings of juries as well as to the 
accuracy of witnesses. One of the interest- 
ing findings of this group has been that 
completely female juries, on the average, ex- 
celled male juries—both as to accuracy as 


well as thoroughness. This was true in 
these tests unless the suspect happened to 
be an unusually alluring male. But this only 
proves the necessity for mixed juries, for in 
such a case the male jurors would help to 
leaven the loaf, so to speak. 

* * ” 


William Moulton Marston, psychologist, 
found that women were far more patient in 
working out detailed facts than men. Two 
out of three of his female juries prepared 
exhaustive charts. In these tabulations, they 
compared the testimony of all witnesses on 
all the points at issue. Not a single male 
jury did this. 

Dr. Marston said: “In general, women are 
superior in psychological analysis of wit- 
nesses during oral testimony.” 

I am always amused when a certain type 
of legislator asks me in a sort of stage 
whisper when discussing the matter of jury 
service for women, “But you wouldn’t want 
your wife, sister or mother to hear the tes- 
timony in certain types of cases, would 
you?” They appear surprised and just a 
bit hurt when I answer in the affirmative 
and add that the more obscene the testi- 
mony, the more apt it is to involve women, 
young girls or children, hence all the more 
reason for the woman’s point of view. 

Furthermore, I have no patience with the 
argument advanced for or by some women, 
to-wit, that they don’t want to serve on 
juries. It isn’t a matter of personal de- 
sire, like or dislike, but a matter of public 
duty and service. This matter of the honest 
and efficient administration of justice is 
just’ as much the concern of women as it 
is of men. 

Already women are eligible as jurors in 
27 jurisdictions. In 11 jurisdictions, women 
must be excused from jury service upon re- 
quest. Louisiana, on the other hand, does 
not even permit women to be drawn ex- 
cept upon their written request. In Utah, 
where women have served on juries since 
1898, they are exempt if they have the active 
care of children.

But do juries act any more intelligently 
in these jurisdictions? Well, the trial of 
the century, in New Jersey, the Hauptmann 
case, furnishes an excellent example. De- 
spite much comment and speculation, and 
even though the candid camera seemed to 
catch one woman juror smiling blandly on 
the murderer of the Lindbergh baby, that 
jury came through nobly. What’s more, 
that most famous of modern-day juries re- 
fused a vaudeville contract of no mean pro- 
portions. 

On the other hand, within recent weeks 
in our own Free State, a jury of men did 
not even have sufficient intestinal fortitude 
to pass the death sentence upon a convicted 
killer, a paid assassin at that, who killed 
the wrong man. Could it be that they want- 
ed to make it possible for him eventually 
to rectify his mistake by killing the man 
he intended to blot out? 

England, the country from which we bor- 
rowed our legal system, has adopted jury 
service for women. The system as it works 
there does, in my opinion, tend to improve 
the administration of justice.

Twice in the Same Generation 


tT LOOKS very much as if the 

Democratic party were about to 

repeat the experience which it 

qent through when it became en- 
tangled in the eighteenth amend- 
ment. For the signs become 
gtronger each day that the domi- 
nant leaders of the party are ac- 
cepting the conclusion that eco- 
nomic evils can be dealt with only 
py the national power. The prohi- 
pitionists before them argued with 
no less conviction and sincerity 
that the evils of alcoholism and 
the saloon could be dealt with only 
py the Federal law, enforced by the 
qwhole Federal power. 
It is a serious decision. For then, 
now, it meant the renunciation of 
the party's deepest and oldest con- 
victions. Then, as now, it was 
argued that those convictions must 
be abandoned in order to deal 
promptly and effectively with great 
gocial abuses. 

The resemblance between these 
two excursions is remarkably close. 
It will be recalled, for example, 
that national prohibition was first 
established as a war measure, as 
an emergency policy in a national 
crisis, It will be recalled that it 
was embedded in the Constitution 
at a time when the people were 
too distracted to consider clearly 
what it meant. It will be recalled 
that permanent prohibition was op- 
posed by liberal Democrats like 
Woodrow Wilson and conservative 
Republicans like Elihu Root, but 
‘that these warnings went unheeded, 
and that the opposition was over- 
ridden by men like William Jen- 
nings Bryan, who honestly believed 
that they represented the cause of 
righteousness and of sound policy. 

In the struggle which followed 
the inauguration of the attempt to 


whole. nation and to enforce that 
standard from Washington, the 
alignment was as confusing as is 
the alignment today. Those who 
were opposed to the eighteenth 
amendment were charged with 
having sold out to the liquor inter- 
ests. Today those who oppose the 
effort to regulate prices, wages, and 
working conditions from Washing- 
ton are charged with having sold 
out to big business. In the prohibi- 
tion struggle, to oppose the eight- 
eenth amendment was held to be 
equivalent to a defense of drunken- 
ness and wife-beating. Today to 
oppose the movement to make per- 
manent the theory of NRA is held 
to be equivalent to a defense of 
child labor, sweating, and the ex- 


ploitation of labor. 


No doubt it was true that among 
the opponents of prohibition 
were the liquor interests and 
the alcoholics and corrupt poli- 
ticians allied with the saloons. And 
no doubt it is true today that among 
the opponents of the New Deal are 
the business interests, good, bad, 
and indifferent, and a large camp 
following composed of financial 
pirates and sweaters of labor. 

But though the opponents of the 
eighteenth amendment had many 
extremely embarrassing supporters, 
historical experience vindicated 
their warnings. They said that a 
single standard of conduct could 
not be enforced in the United States. 
It proved impossible to enforce it. 
They said that the attempt to en- 
force it would corrupt politics and 
increase the lawlessness of the peo- 
ple, The event proved that they 
were right. 

The position of the Democratic 
party today is the same as it was 
when it set itself to disregard the 
leadership of Woodrow Wilson and 
to follow Bryan and the prohibi- 
tionists. There was the samé moral 
fervor. There was the same deép 
conviction of righteousness. There 
was the same over-righteous assur- 
ance that only selfish, stupid and 
reactionary persons could possibly 
argue that the regulation of men’s 
lives must not be attempted from 
Washington. There were the same 
reminders that the automobile trav- 
eled so fast that state lines had no 
meaning; the same cry that the 
Federal principle must not be al- 
lowed to interfere with a great re- 
form. 

We know what happened the last 
time the Democratic party sacri- 
ficed its principles to its zeal. It 
became hopelessly divided and dis- 
rupted, and could not be reunited 
until it had renounced the heresy 
it had so thoughtlessly embraced. 

It will repeat that experience. No 
great gifts of prophecy are needed 
to predict that the Federal regula- 
tion of prices, wages and working 
conditions is an infinitely more dif- 
ficult task than the Federal sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic; that 
the attempt to set Federal stan4- 
ards and enforce them must result 
in corruption, confusion, bureau- 
cracy, racketeering and bootlegging 
on a far greater scale than resulted 
from Federal prohibition. 

Perhaps it is too late to argue 
with Mr. Roosevelt and the mea 
who are now dominant in the party 
that they should not make the 
Same mistake twice in one genera- 
tion. But if they will- not learn 
from the experience of the past, 
they will surely have to learn from 
from the experience of the future.

SHORTEST RADIO WAVE KNOWN 
PRODUCED BY NEW TUBE 


Physicist Hopes to Use It in Meas- 
uring Molecular Structure 
of Various Materials. 

PASADENIA, Cal., June 19.—Pro- 
duction of a radio tube with a 
grid smaller than the eye of a 
house fly, which sends out the 
shortest radio waves ever achieved, 
is announced by Dr. G. W. Po- 
tapenko. 

The waves are one centimeter, 
or about one-third of an inch long, 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology physicist said.“ Their fre- 
quency is 30,000,000,000 cycles a sec- 
ond.

C. Y. Meng, Rockefeller 
Foundation fellow sent here from 
China to study under Dr. Pota- 
penko, made the tiny tube possible 
by producing a gridq of Tungsten 
wire .002 of an inch in. diameter 
and .02 of an inch long. 

“These shortest of all waves can- 
not be used in practical radio but 
will prove valuable in scientific in- 
vestigation,” Dr. Potapenko said. 

“We hope to measure with them 
in better detail the molecular struc- 
ture of various materials. We can 
determine structure by the rate at 
which materials absorb the waves.”

SPEGIAL INSTRUCTION 
FOR PUPILS IN CLINIC 


Classes Admit High School 
Pupils for First Time— 
80 Attend. 


Seventy school children who have 
had difficulty with reading and 
arithmetic are receiving special in- 
struction at a clinic being conducted 
at Washington University. In addi- 
tion, 10 high school pupils who 
failed in courses last year are en- 
rolled at the clinic. 


No teacher has more than three 
pupils, making it possible to give 
individual instruction. An attempt 
is made to learn the pupil’s difficul- 
ty and then to take remedial steps. 
The children require coaching 
either because they are slow learn- 
ers, have been kept out of school 
by illness or have transferred 
schools and cannot get adjusted, Dr. 
S. C. Gribble, assistant professor of 
education, says. 

One pupil received a double pro- 
|\motion but was told she would have 
to get some spécial instruction in 
arithmetic during the summer or 
would be put back a grade, An- 
other suffered a fractured ankle 
during the school year and got be- 
hind his classmates. 

This is the fifth year the clinic 
has been conducted for elementary 
pupils but the first time it has been 
open to high school students. At- 
tendance has risen from five or six 
the first year to the present 80. 
Moreover, many had to be turned 
away because there were not enough 
teachers. 

No summer classes are conduct- 
ed this year by the public schools, 
but private classes are taught by 
regular school teachers. Pupils re- 
ceive credit for their work. At the 
Washington University clinic no 
credit is given. However, records 
made by the high school students 
will be turned over to their schools 
and it is likely that credit will be 
given them, Dr. Frank Wright says. 

Classes, which began Monday, are 
conducted only in the morning. The 
clinic will end July 23.

GENEVA LABOR PROGRAM

“Invites Attention” 

Five Draft Conventions and 
One Recommendation. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt submitted to Con- 
gress yesterday for its considera- 
tion five draft conventions and one 
recommendation adopted at the in- 
ternational labor organization 


meeting in Geneva a year ago. 

The conventions deal with em- 
ployment of women in mines, limi- 
tation of work hours in coal mines, 
a 40-hour week, an international 
plan for maintenance of rights un- 
der invalidity, old age and widows’ 
and orphans’ insurance, and reduc- 
tion of hours in the glass bottle in- 
dustry. The recommendation con- 
cerned unemployment of young 
persons. é 
The President’s message of trans- 
mittal said that “representatives of 
this Government and of American 
employers and American labor at- 
tended the nineteenth session of 
the conference of the International 
Labor Organization held at Geneva, 
June 4-25, 1935.” He added that the 
conference adopted with “the 
American representatives voting 
favorably,” the conventions and 
recommendation he submitted. 
Mr. Roosevelt made no recom- 
mendations, but “invited” the “at- 
tention of the Congress.”

Leib Malach, Playwright, Dies.

Defiance greeted a _ dissolution 
order against armed _  Rightist 
leagues.

ganizations—-the Croix De Feu, the 
League of French Solidarity, the 
Young Patriots, and the Francistes. 

At the same time four parlia- 
mentary. agents of the Nationalist 
troops “dissolved” by Government 
decree opened a counter-attack on 
the forces of Premier Blum’s Peo- 
pies’ Front. Four deputies an- 
nounced they would introduce a 
resolution demanding tha dissolu- 
tion of groups affiliated with the 
Socialist and Communist parties. 
These include the “Red Falcons” of 
the Young Socialists and the Com- 
munist “Advance Guards.” 


The Senate enacted into law the 
last of Premier Leon Blum’s labor 
measures, passing the 40-hour week 
proposal, 182 to 84, after a vigorous 
Rightist effort to make the reform 
contingent on international accept- 
ance of shortened hours. 

More than 200,000 workers re- 
mained on strike but officials said 
the “folded arms” movement was 
slowly diminishing. Only scattered 
istances of violence were reported. 


Three Leaders to Appeal. 


Government's dissolution order to 
the Counsel of State, while Marcel 
Bucard, Franciste chieftain, assert- 
ed his followers were willing to die 
if necessary to continue the work 
of “remaking France.”

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THE GOVERNOR OF KANSAS 


Alf Landon Reduced Expenses in His State 


By HAL BORLAND 


CHAPTER THREE. 


a national landslide to get into 

public office. When the 1932 
votes were checked over it was 
found that Roosevelt had carried 
all but six States. Two of the six 
that gave Hoover a plurality, Con- 
necticut and Maine, had elected 
Democratic Governors. And Alf 
Landon had been elected Repub- 
lican Governor of Kansas in the 


| — LANDON had to climb over 


face of a Democratic Presidential 
plurality of 75,000. 


It looked like a political miracle, 


and the Kansas leaders looked on 
_Landon with a good deal of awe. 


“Well, Alf,” they said, when it 
was all over, “now you've got the 
job, what are you going to do with 
it? You sure picked one sweet 
time to step in.” 

“We're going to try to put Kan 
sas back on her feet,” Alf said. 

“How?” came the chorus. 

“We're going to balance the buc- 
get,” said Landon. “And I mean 
balance it.” 

“That's what Harry Woodring 
said. And now lvok at it!” 

“Harry tried,” Alf insisted. “He 
just didn’t clamp down on the boys 
hard enough. Harry had some good 
ideas. But even if he had balanced 
the budget here in Topeka, that 
wouldn't have fixed things. . Not 
with every county and every school 
district in the State going in the 
red. We've got to start at the bot- 
tom and come all the way up.” ° 

Those were gloomy days, the 
early winter of 1932-33, with condi- 
tions steadily growing worse. But 
Alf Landon wasn’t sitting and hold- 
ing his head. He was going over 
figures, and he found little encour- 
agement in them. Here are some 
of them: 

Kansas has a population of ap- 
proximately 1,800,000, scattered over 
105 counties. Besides the govern- 
ments of these 105 counties there 
are hundreds of school districts 
and even more hundreds of munic- 
ipal governments. There were in 
1932 some 8000 taxing boards in 
Kansas. Most of them had been 
running in the red for seweral years. 

The counties of the State had an 
outstanding bonded indebtedness of 
$29,463,963, more than $16 per 
capita. But that total by no means 
covered the total indebtedness. 
Counties, school boards and towns 
had been issuing tax anticipation 
warrants. When the taxes were 
collected, those warrants were not 
always paid off. When they had 
accumulated to a dangerous 
amount, it had been the habit to 
go to the State Legislature and get 
permission to issue bonds to re- 
tire these warrants and start all 
over again. Carrying charges and 
interest obligations were tremend- 
ous. The total] tax in 1932, State 
and local, was $67.35 per capita. 

Governor-elect Landon began put- 
ting his ideas down on paper. When 
the Legislature convened, he deliv- 
ered his message. i 

“T come before the State’s legis- 
lative body,” he said, “not merely 
to review some of our problems and 
make recommendations, but to ask 
your help and co-operation about 
governmental reform and to offer 
you help in return. 

“The credit of our State, coun- 
ties, cities and other municipal 
subdivisions are at stake. A suc- 
cessful solution of our problems 
meant the saving of our homes, 
property and government, our fail- 
ure means their loss... 

“Today we are still spending tax

moneys on the basis of a 1929 in- 
come. We are collecting these 
taxes on the basis of a plan belong- 
ing primarily to 1861.” 


He closed his message with the 
words, “The taxes must be reduced 
—and reduced this year.” 


Then he went into conference 
with the legislative leaders and ex- 
plained how he intended to reduce 
taxes. His plan was the foundation 
of the cash-basis law. 


The Kansas cash-basis law con- 
tained these major points: 


Every taxation unit in the State 
must draw up a full report of its 
financial condition. All these re- 
ports must be completed by May 
1, 1933. These reports must list 
all warrants, interest on warrants, 
overdrafts, liabilities, sums spent 
for purposes other than that for 
which the tax was levied, all 
claims of whatever nature, all 
money on hand, all money due, 
all taxes delinquent. All reports 
must be made under oath. No 
excuses and delays would be tol- 
erated. When the reports were 
filed, they were to be made com- 
pletely public. 


Once the reports were in, each 
taxing unit would be allowed to 
fund outstanding warrants and 
pay all bills to date. Such fund- 
ing would be by bonds issued fof 
not less than two years nor more 
than 15. Interest on bonds is lower 
than interest on warrants. That 
meant a saving in carrying charges. 


Once this indebtedness was 
taken care of by bonds, however, 
there would be an end to such 
practices. Hereafter every taxing 
unit should operate on a cash 
basis. No indebtedness should be 
voted in excess of the amount of 
funds actually on hand in the 
treasury at the time. Any treas- 
urer who transferred funds from 
one account to another to meet 
excess demands would be liable 
to prosecution. 


In other words, the 8000 taxing 
bodies in Kansas were to wipe the 
slate clean, show the public ex- 


actly where they stood and hence- 
forth spend only what money they 
had legally collected. 

The action sounds drastic. But 
there were emergency provisions— 
not loopholes, but safety exits, if 
you please. 


There was a provision’. that 
school boards might enter into 
contracts for teachers and other 
necessary expenses in excess of the 
funds actually on hand. But there 
was a brake; such expenditures 
would be outlawed if they exceeded 
the amount spent for the same 
purpose the preceding year. 


There was a provision saying 
that “this act shall not apply to 
expenditures made in cases of ex- 
traordinary emergency, such as re- 
lief to the poor, the relief of des- 
titution occasioned by famines, 
floods, fires and pestilences.” 


And there was provision for any 
governing body that found it could 
not operate within its income. 

In that case, however, such a 
governing body must apply to the 
State Tax Commission for special 
dispensation. The application must 
be signed by every member of the 
applying board. It must be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers for 
all the voters to see. And the rec- 
ords of the applying board must be 
kept open for inspection by any 
voter at any time. It virtually 
meant that such a governing board 
must take a paupers’ oath and ad- 
vertise the fact to every voter that 
it could not do what it was elected 
to do. Needless to say, few such ap- 
plications were made. 

Gov. Landon guided the draw- 
ing up of this cash-basis law. He 
appealed to the Legislature’ to 
forget party affiliations and pass 
the law. He hada scant majority 
of Republicans on paper. But when 
the vote was taken he had almost 
as much Democratic support as Re- 
publican. He needed it. The law 
barely squeezed through, despite 
the strong majority recorded on the 
roll call. In Kansas, a measure is 
not passed unless favored by a ma- 
jority of the whole membership of 
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both houses; and a good many of 
the Kansas legislators found ex- 
cuses to be elsewhere the day that 
vote was taken. 

Then Landon settled down to the 
job of cutting expenses in the State 
administration. 

He proposed to cut the Highway 
Department’s budget by one-fifth, 
and even with that restricted sum 
retire the outstanding highway debt 
of $2,800,000 in two years. 


He proposed to cut license fees | 
for automobiles, increase them for | 


trucks and trailers, make up the 
difference by stopping the gasoline 
bootleggers and tightening up the 
collection of gasoline taxes. 


He proposed to cut salaries, 
trimming his own—it was $5000 a 
year—25 per cent’ before the Leg- 
islature took action and getting the 
State judiciary to do likewise. 
Eventually every State employe 
took a salary cut of from 5 to 25 
per cent. 


CONSTITUTIONAL amend- 

ment opening the way for a 

State income tax had been rati- 
fied in 1932. That was one thing 
Landon inherited froh his prede- 
cessor and made use of, though he 
warned the Legislature when the 
income tax law was being debated 
that he would veto any act that did 
not provide a graduated tax and a 
low exemption. As passed, the Kan- 
sas income tax law provided $750 
exemption for unmarried and $1500 
for married persons. The first year 
this tax brought in approximately 
$1,000,000. 

With these things done, the new 
Governor began looking for other 
places to economize. He cut the ex- 
penses in the Executive Mansion, 
which the State pays for. He still 
keeps them down, with one man 
doubling in brass buttons as both 


of the penny-watching. He trimmed 
expenses in State institutions. They 
tell how, on an inspection trip 
through a State prison, he saw a 
hank of shoestrings laid out for the 
prisoners to help themselves. He 
asked questions, learned that con- 
victs were regularly issued new 
shoes every six months. 


Alf Landon frowned and looked 
at his own feet. “I’ve been wear- 
ing this pair of shoes two years,” 
he said. “You've got a cobbler shop 
around here, haven’t you?” 


They had, but it wasn’t very 


busy. The Governor talked to the | 
Warden. After that, prisoners had | 


to ask for shoestrings, and they 
wore their shoes until they really 
needed new ones. Five thousand 
dollars was saved that first year on 
the item for shoes and shoestrings 
for prisoners. 


But it didn’t 


you slip through your fingers. 
1932, for example, only $78,262 had 
been collected in cigarette taxes. A 
lot more cigarettes were being sold 
in Kansas than that figure indi- 
cated. The screws were tightened. 
By 1934, with the same rate of tax, 


Kansas was collecting $384,762 in| 


cigarette taxes, 
increase. 


The same thing was happening 
all over the state. The Governor 
was merely leading the way. All 
the local taxing bodies didn’t need 
much leading after they had read 
and digested the cash-basis law. 
They buckled down to business and 
they made ends meet. They collect- 
ed delinquent taxes and learned to 
say “No” to salesmen. 

Gov. Landon’s first fiscal year 
passed. And it was a tough year, 
make no mistake about that. Re 
member 1933-347? 
of the year the Governor and his 
councilors went over the figures. 

“It looks like you've done it,” one 
of them said, at last. 

Landon smiled.

Glaucoma One

6 Wiis is glaucoma?” 


This question, so frequently 

asked by middle-aged peo- 
ple, involves one of the most seri- 
ous diseases of the eye. I ab- 
stract the infor- 
mation below 
from The Sight- 
Saving Review, 
published by the 
National Society 
for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness, 
as being their 
idea of what the 
public should 
know about the 
condition. 

Glaucoma is a 
serious problem 
because other eye 
ailments may 
make themselves 
known ‘to the pa- 
tient or to any casual observer, 
may last a few days and be for- 
gotten, or, even if serious, may not 
lead to such suspense and dread as 
involves glaucoma. 

Glaucoma may come on gradually 
—in -fact, it usually does—making 
itself known very gently, or not at 
all, to the patient, and reach a stage 
where it is difficult to give relief, 
before the seriousness of the prob- 
lem is realized. The condition 
should always be treated, as neglect 
hastens the possibility of serious 
visual defect which might other-

LAUCOMA is an abnormally in- 
(5 creased hardening of the eye- 

ball, brought about when the 
fluid, normally circulating there, 
becomes blocked and imprisoned 
and cannot escape. A congestion 
and high tension in the eyeball re- 
sults, which increases as more fluid 
seeps in, and the high pressure 
does damage to the optic nerve and 
retina, sometimes causing intense 
pain. 

It is for this reason that the ocu- 
list, in examining your eyes, always 
tests the tension with his fingers 
over the closed lids. If there is any 
marked or even moderate glau- 
coma, his fingers will not deceive 
him. In milder or earlier cases an 
instrument called the “tonometer,” 
applied to the eyeball, will indi- 
cate the exact pressure. 


The condition is almost entirely 
confined to people of middle age, 
and the complaint is usually not 
about the eye, but a severe head- 
ache. 


If the eyes do give symptoms 
there are peculiar disturbances of 
vision consisting of coloration 
rings and halos of different col- 
ored lights about external objects. 
Sometimes the patient feels as if 
he were looking down a gun bar-

The treatment consists in giving 
something whieh will reopen the 
microscopically fine passages in the 
eyeball and flush out the clogged 
fluid, thereby reducing the hard- 
ness. Sometimes eye drops, under 
careful control of the oculist, are 
successful. In other cases, opera- 
tion is required. 

The most important lesson for the 
average person is that after the 
age of 35 you should consult your 


‘oculist as regularly as you do your 


dentist, in order to check up on 
the general health of your eyes.

A LIFE-LONG ERRAND OF MERCY ENDS 


Sister Miriam, "Guardian Angel of Baden" Who Died Wednes- 
day, Considered Neither Time Nor Place if the Suf- 
tering Called for Her Ministrations.

$6 HE Guardian Angel of Ba- 
T den” has passed to her great 
reward. No longer will the 
tall spare figure of Sister Miriam 
in long black habit, kind blue eyes 
peering nearsightedly through 
strong-lensed glasses out of a rosy 
face framed in the fluted ruching 
of her snowy lawn cap—last sur- 
vivor of the order of the Episcopal- 
ian Sisterhood of the Good Shep- 
herd—no longer will this figure fa- 
miliar to every inhabitant of that 
section of North St. Louis known as 
Baden be seen trudging up and down 
the steep streets at any hour of 
the day or night on her errands of 
mercy, out on lonely country roads, 
down across the railroad tracks to 
the river bank where human drift- 
wood comes to lodge. 

Just a few days ago she was go 
ing about as usual, her basket on 
her arm. Her last weekly calen- 
dar included taking “Joey”.to the 
clinic every day for treatment of 
his burns, attending graduation ex- 
ercises at St. Luke’s Hospital and 
several church meetings at the 
Cathedral, moving a family from 
the levee to a cottage in the coun- 
ty, setting them up in the chicken 
business, completing details for 
sending nine girls to Camp Huldina, 
walking 10 blocks one evening to 
dine with the Keim family on boiled 
tongue and Mrs. Keim’s popovers 
which she never could resist, and 
partake of a quart of pineapple ice 
which she herself brought. 

In her eighty-fifth year she died 
Wednesday at St. Luke’s, where in 
1886 she seryed as a young proba- 
tioner to the religious order start- 
ing the hospital. 

Brought to lie in state in the lit- 
tle chapel of the Prince of Peace 
which she founded in 1912 in the 
8000 block on Hall’s Ferry road, 
there passed in review her friends 
and neighbors from all up and 
down North Broadway, the streets 
leading into it, not forgetting 
the alleys and the crooked paths 
coming up from the river. Small 
tradespeople, factory workers, 
Armenians from the colony 
across the tracks, Catholic Mexi-

the city. Born Susan Mary Ellis, 
she was the sister of Mrs. Wash- 
ington E. Fischel, aunt of Mrs. 

Ellis and 
Walter Fischel.

call of need or distress. Not a call, 
either, most likely, for Sister Miri- 
am never waited to be called. She 
was always alert and asking for 
information about an _ expectant 
mother where there would be no 
nurse or layette. She lived, per-

haps purposely, in a flat above that 
of a midwife so as to be first to 
hear of these events. Or of an 
iliness where there would be no 
doctor, or a death in circumstances 
of destitution, or an accident in a 
bewildered household. 

Sister Miriam never waited to 
be called, but would appear unex- 
pectedly in the midst of such 
scenes and take charge of the 
emergency with her own aristo- 
cratic hands.

WOMAN tells of one of these 
A providential appearances. “On 

awaking that morning she said 
my name occurred to her with the 
feeling that something was wrong 
at my home. It was true my hus- 
band had been out of work for 
weeks and there wasn’t a penny in 
the house, but I was busy denying 
that things were any worse than 
they had been when the insurance 
man came to announce that anoth- 
er postponement of payment meant 
the cancelation of our policy, the 
gas man came to shut off the gas, 
the landlord to serve an eviction 
notice.

Believing her 
financial resources to be limited 
to a deaconess’ stipend from Christ 
Church, income from a trust pro- 
vided for her personal support by 
the late Dr. Fischel, the elder, and 
voluntary contributions, knowing 
the pinch penny struggle by which 
she accomplished so much, often I 
have wanted to do a piece about 
her mission for the paper.

Better housing conditions and 
wholesome recreation for the young 
were among other “pet projects.

S SOMEBODY has said, it takes
